I've never had a failure shipping heavy electronic items. But I've received 
a few mildly to badly damaged items. Be in a rush packing stuff and weather 
the consequences. Wrap all items in plastic film to keep dirt and 
disintegrated peanuts from getting inside the item. You need a resilient 
barrier around all sides of the item. Dense furniture foam and tightly 
wrapped bubble wrap are tops. Avoid polystyrene slabs, they do not absorb 
shock well. The bigger and heavier the item the thicker the barrier. Fora 
390 no less than 3 inches of barrier on all sides, a bit more on the front 
panel. The item should be snugly centered in the box with no chance of it 


shifting to one side or into a corner. Stuff all air spaces with moderately 
dense material like tightly crumpled paper, shredded dense foam, or tightly 
packed peanuts. Seal the box with overwraps of tape to protect against 
bursting. The sealed box should be bulging slightly, evidence of solid 
packing. I get boxes from U-haul. Good prices and strong.

During the trip your heavy item will make 
its way through the bubble wrap to the lower wall or edge of the shipping box. 

I received two R-390s in Germany almost 25 years ago from Fair Radio and they used 
VERY DENSELY stuffed crumpled newspaper as cushioning. 

Warning you need a large stack of old newspapers to securely pack a R-390 this 
way. 


Today I pack my worldwide shipped heavy boatanchors into triple wall export boxes 
with 3/8? wall thickness. I wrap the item into flexible packing foil to keep out 
any styrofoam beads. I cushion the item with at least 4? of styrofoam? 

sheets on all sides cut to fit the box. I close the box with filament tape and 
additionally use 1/2? wide plastic strapping band. I ship worldwide with DHL 
Express. Never experienced any damage.

I presume you mean an electronic TR switch. 

No, no problem as long as the plate current to the 6146 

in the HX-20 is cutoff during standby. I'm not sure if the HX-20 
cuts off the 6146 during standby. 


Some manufacturers of the period, like Hammarlund with their HX-50, 
kept normal bias to the final during standby, which made the rigs 
run hotter, but served as a fixed load to the HV power supply. 


If the plate current is not cut off during transmit, there 
will be some hiss added to the receiver via the TR switch, 
due to the Johnson Noise effect. 


I like my B+W model 380 TR switch, intended for medium power 
transmitters like the B+W 5100. The Johnson model 250-39 

TR switch can handle a KW of A.M., but runs hot. 

I don't care for the B+W model 381 or 381B, which include 

a bandswitched preamp stage for the receiver, to overcome 
the (slight) loss possible when using an untuned TR switch. 


QST had an article in the mid-1950's pointing out 

that certain coax line lengths between the TR switch and receiver 
could exacerbate the 'suck-out' effect. Sorry, I couldn't find 
the article for you. 


With any electronic TR switch, you should add a low-pass filter 
between the TR switch and antenna to prevent TVI. I could hear 
thumps in my home Hi-Fi speaker audio when keying my rig in cw, 
which cleared up by adding a low pass filter.
